LOVEGROVE ~ 
writes about the end of 


a tradition 


‘which goes 


back to Napoleon's day 


HE first day of sum- 
mer brought to ‘an 
end a British tradition 
of. voluntary service 
which goes back at least 
to the period of the 
French Revolution. 

On June 22,° a few Ter- 
ritorinl. Army units received 
into their ranks the first of 
the National Servieemen 
who have completed 18 
months’ service with tho 
Regular Army. The main 
flow of conscripts, however, 
did not. start umtil July 6, 
and National Servicemen 
are now reporting to new 
units on alternate Thurs- 
days, 

Most of the Mrst butch of 
men had been serving = over- 
seas, They were met at the 
nearest railway, statlog and 
taken to the TA. Centre, 
where they were welcomed by 
‘ho Commanding ,OMar of the 
Unit or the Adjutant, The for- 
malities only took n few 
minutes; the quartermaster 
checked the men's kit, a clerk 
iisued them with leave © ware 
rants, and they were sent off 
on their demobilisation leave, 
They are not being asked to re- 
port agaln to thelr T.A. units 
uti! they have settled down in 
their civilian jobs. 

This mixing of. volunteers and 
National Servicemen on an 
equal footing In the new TA. 
is one of the most far-rcaching 
developments there has ever 
bren jn the British Army. 


‘Started in 708 


P to now, the Terrl- 
torlal Army had 
been entirely composed of 
voluntec.3. It came into 
being in fits present shape in 
1908, but the voluntecrs, who 
were the fathors of T.A. banded 
together in Napoleonic days, 
when England was threatened 
with Invasfon, half a million 
then enrdlling Jn a great surge 
of patriotic feelings. 

Although the movement prace 
tically ceased to extst when hos- 
tilities ended in 1815, there was 
a tremendous revival of the 
volunteer spirit. in°1859 9 when 
the country was again menaced 
by French sabre-rattling. Units 
of rifle volunteers, high horse 
artiNery and = engincers sprang 
into being, and the numbers 
soon swelled to £60,000, 


The Volunteer battalions were 
associnted to ine regiments un- 
der the Cardwell = reforms of 
1881, and in 1908 the voluntecrs 
and the militle wore amalgam. 
ated in the Territorial Force in- 
splred. by Lord Haldane. ae

By the end of.this year 
the mammoth building, for 
which the foundation stone 
was laid last October, will 
be complete, and London 
will have the finest concert 
hall in Europe—or a £2,000,- 
000 white elephant. 


Is the LCC: making the 
costliest mistake in its his- 


tory? 


It will be impossible to 
give a final answer until a 
yeur or so after the 
Festival, but, already the 
signs are ominous. 

Ieven if all the acoustical 
planning and super gadgets 
which help to send tie costs 
to natronomical — heights 
work — perfeetly—the Hall 
will still have to draw 
audiences before it can 
succeed. 

Youngest Lendon impre- 
sario, Victor Hochhauscr, 
sums up the case against 
the Festival Hall when he 
says. “London’s musical 
public just won't go there 
after the. novelty dies 
away. It is too far out.” 

Economically, he says, the hall 
Is a bad proposition for a con- 
eert promoter. The cost of 
hiring (200 guineas), plus the 
fces for orchestra, conductor and 
rololst. will force the price of 
tickets to prohibitive levels be- 
cause of the limited audience 
capacity. To make o tremendous 


outlay on a hall that .has still 
to achieve musical “goodwill,” 


hy MARIUS POPE 


is a risk that few promoters will 
take. 


Echoing, thousands of music 


lovers, Mr Hochhauser laments, * 


“Why couldn't they have re- 
built the Queen's Hall Instead— 
nt a quarter of the cost?” 


A rebuilt Queen's Hall would 
have been a fir greater attrac- 
tion for oversens visitors than 
an untried, hurriedly-built picce 
ot super-planning—even though 
the Festival Hall has stratepice 
ally-placed bars and foyers 
large enough to stage a roller- 
skating match, The magic of 
the Queen's Hall tradition itself 
still lingers—thaugh the hall 
iteelf hos been in rulns for 
nearly ten sears. 


And for the Inst ten years the 
Albert Hall, imperfect acoustic~ 
ally, has built up a tradition and 
tn musical following of its own 
that will be hard to wipe out. 


Acoustics alone do not make a 
concert hall a success. 


Why has the Queen's Hall not 
yet been rebullt? The answer 
iy bouad up in a tangle of red 
taupe, Chappells, Iesstes of the 
hall, wanted to rebuild it exactly 
as it was. The Government sald 
that would be too small, They 
sUpulated ‘hat the mew hall 
must hold ua 4,000 audience. 
Chappells agreed, and there the 
matter has stoed for many 
months of negotiation, 


Oddly enough, It was the 
Government who asked the LCC 
if-they could build a concert hall 
on the South Bank In time for 
the -Festival—to hold just over 
4,000, 


Chappells, who estimate tae 
cost of rebuilding the Queen's 
Mall nt between £650,000 and 
£750,000, cannot say when this 


wil be achieved. But they gave - 


me one answer very positively.
